Fine, But Ineffectual. 


Something like a spectacular attempt to stampede the 


republican convention for Governor Hartley, of Missouri, 
marked the closing hours of yesterday's session at Uii- 
caeo and it constitutes a rather interesting political study 
from the fact that despite the frantic enthusiasm which 
characterized it, it got nowhere. 
For some forty-five 


minutes, the press dispatches say, some hundreds ot tran- 
tic enthusiasts upon the convention floor, aided and abetted 
by some thousands of equally exhilarated spectators in the 
galleries, cheered and howled and danced and sang, work- 
ing themselves into a terrific pitch of political fervor and 
generally deporting themselves like mamacs-and lor 
what? Nobody, knows. Even the participants themselves 
could not tell. 
„ .

The "ovation" came after a day of tense excitement 


and bitter debate over Governor Hartley's motion to toss 
some ninety-two Taft delegates over the ramparts upon 
the ground that they had been illegally seated by the na- 
tionally committee, thereby crowding out an equivalent 


• number of pure patriots who had been slated for the places 


by Mr. Eoosevelt's followers. 
Mr. Hartley, by virtue ot 


his place as floor leader of the Roosevelt movement, had 
spoken first upon his motion. Mr. Watson for the opposi- 
tion had closed. Then the cries for Hartley came, and it 
was'hnt a step to the wild demonstration that followed, 
with half the participants parading and cheering for Had- 
ley and the other half for "Teddy." 
• 


The point of the whole demonstration, however, lies 


in the fact that a few minutes later, and while the dele- 
gates were yet mopping from their brows the streams ot 
perspiration which were the result of the outburst of fan- 
tastic seizure, the convention soberly voted to put Gover- 
nor Hadley's plan safely away upon the shelt, and did it 
by a larger majority than it gave the Taft interests on the 
initial test vote of the convention twenty-four hours be- 
fore The demonstration for Governor Hartley was earned 


"-to a point far beyond a mere recognition of his services to 


the Roosevelt cause. It was plainly an attempt upon the 
part of a large portion of the Roosevelt following, whethei 
authorized or not, to stampede the convention to him as a 
'dark horse to defeat Mr. Taft. As such, it was niosi 
assuredly an admission of the weakness of the Boosevel 
cause. And fine as it was, it was ineffectual. Which il 
lustrates again the fact that demonstrations of this char- 
acter may be useful as safety valves, but not at all depend- 
able as nomination-getters.
